ASTRONOMERS FIND MARS 
CAPABLE OF SUSTAINING LIFE 


Take Pictures From Summit of Mt. 
Whitney; Water Vapor on 


Planet Shown. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Sept. 8.—Accord- 
ing to a statement made by Prof. W. W. 
Campbell, director of Lick Observatory, 
the recent astronomical expedition 
which has just returned from Mount 
Whitney brought back proof that wa- 
ter vapor exists on Mars. 

The scientists have in their possession, 
as the result of the pictures which they 
took from the summit of the mountain, 
definite proof that the planet Mars is 
capable of supporting sentient beings. 

Prof. Camptell made the following 
statement: 

“We are now in a position to issue 
the strongest statement that has ever 
been given out as to the existence of 
water vapor on Mars. If it is found } 
thar the water vapor is sufficient to be 
determined under the favorable cond!- 
tions, it will be evidence that the con- 
ditions on Mars are favorable to life.

Fortunes Offered Explorers. . 
Willlam A. Cook, a brother of the ex- 


plorer, was to have sailed yesterday to 
meet Dr. Cook in Copenhagen, but he 
changed his plans when informed at the 
steamship office, that the Scandinavian | 
Line steamship Oscar II, on which Dr. 
Cook had announced his intention of re- 
turning to America would sail from Co- 
penhagen tomorrow and would arrive in 
New York about Sept. 21. 

No matter which explorer was first to 
discover the North Pole great financial 
fortune is in store for both, and it is 
believed that the fame of one will endure 
as long as that of the other. Dr. Cook 
has already been besieged in Copenhagen 
by scores of publishing houses and lec- 
ture bureaus, and if he accepts the most 
flattering offers it is estimated that his 
financial profits in 18 months will ap- 
proximate 3600,000. 

Peary Under Contract. 

Many publishers and lecture bureaus 
are struggling gamely with the tele- 
graph companies to get into communi- 
eation with Commander Peary to make 
similar offers. But while Dr. Cook has 
not made any arrangements for the 
publication of his book or for lecturing, 
it is known that Commander Peary is 


publishing house, a contract which am- 
ply provides for his future income, pro- 
viding he found the North Pole. 
Lieut. Ernest H. Shackleton of En- 
gland, who holds the record of having 
reached nearest to the South Pole, has 
sent the following cablegram to New 
York: 

“I am giad to be able to offer my 
warmest congratulations to Commander 
Peary on his discovery of the North 
Pole, which is the well-deserved reward 
of indomitable pluck and perseverance. 
“With all explorers I rejoice in 
Peary'’s achievement. I met him in 
Edinburgh years ago and then formed 
the opinion that if any man _ could 
reach the pole, that man was Peary. 
With my best wishes, I hope he Is 
bringing back with him from his latest 
triumphant expedition the two toes out 
of ten which were all his previous ex- 
plorations had left him.”’ 

Admiral Sir George Nares of the Brit- 
ish Navy, and one of the oldest living 
Arctic explorers, has sent this message 
addressed to Commander Peary: 
“Owing to your well-known Arctic 
veracity, all will accept your statement 
that you have reached the North Pole. 
I congratulate you. NARES.”’

WHITNEY CABLES TO FRIEND 
BUT SAYS NOTHING OF COOK 


NEW HAVEN, Conn., Sept. 8.—Harry 
Whitney, the noted globe trotter who 
has been many times around the world, 
is alive and safe in Northern Greenland, 
after having seen and talked with both 
explorers of the polar regions, Dr. Fred- 
erick A. Cook and Commandey Peary. 

Cook left with Whitney some of the 
evidence of his discovery of the pole, 
according to Cook himself, although 
Whitney says nothing of this in the 
cablegram received here by his friend, 
/Burdette Hughes, Yale '%. Whitney is 
a Yale man, a son of the late Stephen 
Whitney and descendant of Eli: Whit- 
ney. His two sisters, Mrs. William G. 
Blodgett and Mrs. Charles’ Dickey, live 
in New York City. 

The telegram which was received 
Mr. Hughes reads: oN 

Indian Harbor, Cape Ray, N. F., 

Sept. 6—A. Burdette Hughes, New 

Haven, Conn: Hard winter. Leav- 

ing Roosevelt for North Greenland, 

going after bear. Meet Roosevelt on 
return to New York. Have all things 
sent to New Haven, Captain under- 
stands. See you in October. 
HARRY WHITNEY. 

This was the first official news re- 
ceived from Harry Whitney for a year, 
and during the winter he was given up 
for lost. He left New Bedford with 
Peary on the Roosevelt July 6, 1908, to 
shoot musk ox in Greenland. Frank 
Carnegie, the nephew of Andrew Carne- 
gie, was to have gone with him, but 
was prevailed upon by his relatives not 
to go, and Whitney went alone. He left 
the Peary expedition north of Etah. 


SECRETARY OF ARCTIC CLUB 
HINTS AT A PEARY SCANDAL

“Your papers have printed a story 
from Admiral Melville that he had not 
sen: me @ message in reply to mine 
asking if he would not accept the dis- 
covery of the pole by Cook as authen- 
tic, without equivocation, and that his 
only reply had consisted of one word: 
‘No.’ Read this.’’ 

Whereupon he produced the original 
telegram, upon a Western Union re- 
ceiving blank, which in its entirety fol- 
lows: 

“I did not at first believe that Peary 
had been to the Pole,” continued Capt. 
‘Isbon. “I have changed my mind on 
suat subject and I now think that he has 
heen there. But he certainly carnot at- 
tempt to dim the lustre of the achieve- 
ment of Dr. Cook, who is the real scien- 
tist of the situation. 

“Peary is coming home to fire the first 
sun in the battle at a time before Dr. 
Cook can get here, and he but poorly 
meets the magnanimous Dr. Cook with 
nis counter claim to being the first at 
the Pole.

They 
hope to obtain from the correspondence 
some information which might throw 
light on her movements after she left 
Miser Henning.

reached the pole. This telegram was sent by land lines to Halifax 
and thence by wireless to Indian Head. The telegram asked for ad- 
ditional details and informed him that ‘* Dr. Cook arrived at Copen- 
hagen Sept. 4, claiming to have reached the pole April 21, 1908.” 

This dispatch to Peary was sent within a few minutes of the 
receipt of Peary’s first telegram announcing his achievement, and 
it was evidently the first word the explorer received on coming 
within the range of civilization that Cook had already set up a 
claim of being the first discoverer of the North Pole. Commander 
Peary’s response, therefore, embodies his views on first hearing 
the news that his announcement of the discovery of the pole was 


disputed by Cook. 
Dr. Cook’s adherents, while not doubting the authenticity of 


the message addressed to the general manager of the Associated 
Press, say that it is not to be taken as conclusive, as, in their opin- 
ion, Peary may have been mistaken or may have been misled into 
the belief that he was talking to the same Eskimos who accom- 


panied Cook to the end of his journey in search of the pole. 

It has not been openly stated that Peary is deliberately attempting to man- 
ufacture evidence to upset the claims of his rival. Even stanch partisans of 
Cook in the growing controversy admit that the known character of Peary 
precludes any possibility that he would resort to underhand methods to wrest 


the honors from Cook. 
Those who have studied the message in all its bearings suggest a possi- 


bility which, they think, may explain it without detracting from Cook’s glory 


as the discoverer of the Pole. : 
They point out that Cook started from Etah with at least ten Eskimos. 


The only ones who finished his dash with him were Ahwelsh and Estishook. 
According to Dr. Cook’s statement he sent back two of the Eskimos after he 
had gone gnly a short distance and later he sent all back except Ahwelsh and 


Estishook. 
Possibility That Peary Saw Wrong Eskimo. 


Friends of Dr. Cook believe’ that this circumstance may have misled 
Peary. As they see it, on his return to Etah, Commander Peary learned from 
Harry Whitney, in charge of his base of supplies there, that Cook had passed 
through and had announced his discovery of the pole. 

It is regarded here as natural that Peary should leave nothing undone in 
——— 
investignttng Cooks Soe Plat ws teen the thing to do would be to learn 
whether any of the Eskimos who accompanied Cook were still in the neigh- 
borhood of Etah. In following this line of action, Cook’s adherents believe, 
Peary came in contact with possibly the first two Eskimos sent back by Cook. 

It is urged that these untutored men, in answer to the direct and simple 
question: “A;e you the men who went north with Cook?” would have an- 


swered ‘Yes.’ 
To the question: “Did you get to the North Pole?” they would have re- 


lied: “‘No.”’ 
. Eskimos are men of few words. Pressed for further details, these men, it 
is believed by Cook’s friends, would have told Peary that they started north 
with Cook, and that they were never out of sight of land, and it would be easy 
for Peary to jump to the conclusion that Cook himself did not travel any 
great distance from Etah, 

Comments on the message here are varied, but it is conceded that it would 
have had greater weight if Peary had named Ahwelsh and Bstishook as the 
Eskimos whom he interviewed. 

The whereabouts of these two men who have the secret of the top of thé 
world locked in their breasts is not definitely known. ° 

Dr. Cook, on his return to Copenhagen, said that he had left Ahwelsh and 
Estishook “up there,” and that he regretted that he could not prevail on them 
to accompany him back to civilization to bear witness to his great achieve- 
ment. He said that they had immediately started again on a hunting expedi- 


tion. 


Harry Whitney Saw Cook’s Companions. 


It is regarded as certain they returned with Dr. Cook at least as far 
as Etah, but none of the messages received here indicate that they saw or 
talked to Harry Whitney, the: only white man besides Dr. Cook who could 
have given the worid a record of their statements.

This 
was the first time the explorer had ever 
lectured at the national capital. Peary 
and Strine became good friends through, 
this association.

take an inferior product because it could 
not afford to pay the higher St. Louis 
freight rate. 

On cars carrying 9,000 pounds, the 
charge for handling from the quarry on 
Spring avenue to the furnace in the 
South End is $16 a car, and Mr, Swift 
says the railroad wanted to charge $20 
a car. 

Mr. Swift says the excessive charges 
of the Terminal Association, and the 
roads back of it, for handling cars with- 
in St. Louis have driven most of the 
large manufacturers from St. Louis 
and ‘will drive others away, whereas a 
fair rate would benefit the city. 

He thinks the situation could be re- 
lieved if the city passed an ordinance 
preventing extortion by the Terminal 
and the individual railroads by author- 
izing the exercise of police power in 
preventing the use of the streets by 
railroads practicing such extortion.

Chicago & Alton Makes Changes 
Which Will Bring Trade 
to St. Louis. 


At the request of wholesale. merchants 
of St. Louis, the Chicago & Alton Rail- 
road has authorized a through sleep- 
ing car service between Peoria and St. 
Louis, to be installed Sept. 19. By this 
service it is planned to enable Peoria 
merchants to trade in St. Louis as easily 


as in Chicago. 

At present there is no through service 
from Peoria to St. Louis except by an 
all-day ride. Chicago has sleeping car 
equipment. When the service is inaugu- 
rated it will give Peoria merchants an 
opportunity to do their shopping in St. 
Louis one day and return home the same

“PATIENT IS RESTING” 


Whistles Call Men to Work, 
Indicating Absolute Quiet 
Is Not Necessary.

TURNERS, N. Y., Sept. 8.—It devel- 


oped today that a Wall street syndi- 
cate has men constantly at Arden ready 


to send it word of the slightest piece of 
news about the condition of E. H. Har- 
riman, and that this same syndicate 
emp.oyed a physician to determine just 
what the nature of the financier’s mal- 
ady is.

“This physician ascertained in his 
own way, and that which to the gen- 
eral public and Wall Street was still 
a mystery to the syndicate was an open 
fact.”’ 
In reply to a request for news con- 
cerning Mr. Harrimgn’s condition at 
noon today, Dr. W. G. Lyle, the physi- 
cian in charge, sent out the following 
vrief statement: 
“Mr. Harriman is better today. 

“ww. G@. LYLE.” 
The physician also made a verbal re- 
quest that no further written requests 
be sent to the house, as they would not 
be answered.

Dyer Gets Parole for Rudge 
| ‘When He Pleads Guilty to 
False Registration. 


—— 

Acting on the r recommendation of As- 
sistant Circuit Attorney L. C. Dyer, 
Circuit Judge Grimm has granted a pa- 
role to Louis Rudge, Democratix 

‘gang’ worker, with a record of 10 ar- 
rests in two years, who entered a plea 
of guilty Tuesday to @ charge of fraud- 
ulent registration and was sentenced to 
the penitentiary for two years. 

Police Sergt. McMullen, who arrest- 
ed Rudge on Nov. 3, 1908, after he had 
registered fraudulently at a polling 
booth in the Fifteenth Ward, expressed 
surprise when informed that he had 
been released. 

“Rudge is a bad one, and he has given 
the police lots of trouble,”’ said Mc- 
Mullen. 

“Did you know that he was to be pa- 
roled?” 


“I did not.” 
Sergt. McMullen added that at no time 


had the Cireuit Attorney's office con- 
sulted him in reference to Rudge’s po- 
lice record. 

At Police Headquarters the records 
show that Rudge has been arrested on 
various occasions as follows: 

May 18, 1907, for disturbing the peace; 
Nov. 26, 1907, petit larceny; June 14, 1908, 
disturbing the peace; March 15, 1908, dis- 
turbing the peace; July 15, 1908, disturb- 
ing the peace; Sept. 1, 1908, disturbing 
the peace; Sept. 27, 1908, disturbing the 
eace; Nov. 8, 1908, attempting to vote 
illegally, and Nov. 8, 198, disturbing the 
peace. 

Information as to the disposition of 
the above cases was not available 
Wednesday at police headquarters. It 
was stated in the office of the Clerk 
of the Court of Criminal Correction that 
Rudge was acquitted there at his tria] 
on the charge of petit larceny. 

The Rudge parole is the sixth recom- 
mended and obtained by the Cireuit At- 
torney’s office in election fraud cases. 
In all, 21 convictions were procured and 
11 of these were first offenders. 
Assistant Circuit Attorney Dyer told 
& Post-Dispatch reporter that he urged 
Rudge’s release because of his previous 
good record and for the further reason 
that he has a wife and two children. 
“Rudge got in with a bad crowd ani 
fell; that’s all,’ said Dyer. ‘‘He has

moved out of the Fifteenth Ward now 
and is going to reform. I know he will 
not get into trouble again. 

“Let me say that I am wholly re- 
sponsible for Judge Grimm’s action. The 
Court acted solely on my recommenda- 
tion.’”’ 

“Did you look up Rudge’s, record,” 
Dyer was asked, 

“I did and found that he was a pret- 
ty good citizen.” 

When Dyer’s attention was called to 
the Rudge recora on file at police head- 
quarters, he said: 

“I did not, go into that phase of the 
Case, as I relied implicitly on the state- 
ment of Judge C. Orrick Bishop, Rudge’s 
attorney. Bishop told me that Rudge 
had not been in trouble with the police 
before; that he was a man of good mor- 
als, had a wife and two little children 
to support and that he was trying to 
free himself from bad political influ- 
ences. I thought it was a case deserv- 
ing of a parole.” 

“Why did yon not consult the police 
instead of Rudge’s attorney?” Dyer wus 
asked. 


Did Not Consult Police 
“Well, because the police sergeant 


who made the arrest didn’t happen to 
be in court at the time Judge Grimm in- 
posed sentence. 

“Is that the only reason?’ 

“If the police had any information 
about Rudge I woyld certainly have 
been glad to get it.’’ 

Judge Grimm explained that he relied 
cn Rudge’s attorney, C. Orrick Bishop, 
and Assistant Circuit Attorney Dyer 
who, he says, assured him that the 
prisoner was a good man and ought to 
he saved from the disgrace of imprison- 
ment. : 

‘‘They said most emphatically,’’ con- 
tinued Judge Grimm, ‘“‘that Rudge had 
always been known as a law-abiding 
citizen. I am greatly surprised to learn 
that Rudge has been arrested 10 times. 
I* that is true he certainly obtained his 
parole under false pretenses. I like to 
be merciful, but I don’t want to be 
known as the easy Judge. I shall take 
the matter up with the Circuit Attor- 
ney’s office at once.”’ 

Judge Grimm was asked if he intend- 
ed to revoke the parole. 

“I won't say as to that,’’ he replied. 
‘It is a case apparently that calls for 
serious inquiry.’’ 

Bishop said Wednesday that he had 
asked leniency for Rudge, and thought 
Judge Grimm had acted properly in 
paroling him.

‘The prices submitted in these com- 
petitive bids are generally exactly the 
same, and usually the bidders have to 
draw lots to see which shall furnish 
the material. 

“This, however, does not explain how 
the one bidder figured differently than 
the others. The same spetifications re- 
garding the lamps were furnished to 
The Commercial! Electric 
Supply Co., which made the lowest bid, 
is a responsible firm and I suppose it 
will get the contract. Heretofore the 
prices have been on a sort of sliding 
scale, according to the amount ordered, 
but the bids in totals have generally 
been exactly the same.” 


Nine Firms Bid. 
The bids were opened by the building 


committee, and its report and fecom- 
mendation will be made to the Board of 
Education next Tuesday night. The 
lamps required in the bids were of the 
Tungsten and metallized filament par- 
terns. The Tungstens ranged from 2 
to 250 candle power, and the ordinary 
lights from 50 to 360 candle power.

tablishment of a national home for con- 
Psumptive and incapacitated postal em- 
ployes. : 

Miss Fioyd is from Muskogee, 
where she has been employed in the 
registry division of the postoffice for 
nearly three years. She is intensely in- 
terested in all. branches of the service. 
‘rand especially in the federation, which, 
she believes, is necessary for the wel- 
Aare of the employes. 
is only 20 years old, but she 
has made a study or posta affairs 
und is versed in all the laws and 
regulations of the department. 

“So far the home for incapacitated 
clerks has been considered only as 
something the members of the federa- 
tion could do by — giving a little 
money every year,” she said, ‘but it 
seems to nte the Government ought to 
care for men and women who have 
ruined their health in its service. 

Cites Army and Navy. 

“The Government provides pensions 
and homes for its sick and wounded sol- 
diers. I think that is perfectly right, 
but it ought not to stop there. The 
army does not bring any meney to the 
Government. It is principally a means 
to get rid of millions of dollars a year. 

“The more and better work done by 
postal employes, the nearer the Govern- 
ment will come to making the depart- 
ment self-supporting. 

“Of course,-in the smaller offices, like 
Muskogee, men and women do not often 
Lreak down in the service. Generally in 
the small offices there is plenty of room 
and good air, and the work is not as 
hard. But in the large cities the work 
is hard, the employes frequently work 
overtime &nd often the ventilation is not 
gcod. In. time this affects the health 
or the employes. 

UV. 8. Wears Them Ont. 


“The Government should care for them 
when they are worn out. The salaries 
are not sufficiently large to enable one 
to save much, and after a man or wom- 
an has spent a lifetime in the service, 
there is not much chance to get into 
anything else. 

“IT think the federation will indorse 
the resolution for a home. It will then 
be submitted to the Postmaster-Genera] 
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viding for five aldermen instead of one

radical municipal cbde ®&ver embraced

of all of the commission cities of the 
country and sections were taken from 
charters of cities without the commis- 
sion government. The most radical 
section is that providing for a public 
utilities commission for the control 
and regulation of the public service 
corporations. This commission, which 
is to be composed of five men ap- 
pointed by the Mayor, will have ab- 
solute control of the street railway, 
light, heat, power, gas and water 
companies and will have power to 
regulate rates and compel extensions 
of service. 

Another sweeping change is that pro- 


feared that this arrangement would 
take away from them all power. and 
the main objection to the charter by 
the public street railway and other pub- 
lic service corporations was that it 
will prevent the issuance of bonds by 
them without the consent of the Pub- 
lic Utilities Commission. They have 
openly branded the measure ‘‘anarchis- 
tic.’’ 

The new code will be effective the 
third Monday in next April. A feature 
which was particularly attractive to the 
laboring class is a vection providing 
for the initiative and referendum, and 
it is said to have been responsible for 
the success of the measure. The recall! 
feature also was favored by many.
